WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi- 


dent Johnson's venture into the 
role of copilot for an airlines 
strike settlement that never got 
off the runway is being chalked 
up as a political miss. 


The contrast between John- 


son's current refusal to give 
Congress any advice on a leg« 
islative solution and his exut* 
erant televised announcement of 
the proposed settlement Friday 
night has become a hot topic for 
cloakroom 
discussion 
among 


members of both parties. 


The consensus seems to be 


that the President, who had re- 
mained at arm's length while 
the 
negotiations wore along, 


decided only after he had been 
advised an agreement was pos- 
sible that it was time to step in 
personally. 


But the machinist union mem- 


bers' rejection of the settlement 
terms 
tarnished 
Johnson's 


record of being able to knock 
union and industry heads to- 
gether and come up with an 
agreement the public accepted 
as in its interest. 


I*, seemed that even a can-do 


President couldn't always pre- 
vail, even when the public was 
being inconvenienced to a point 
where some members of Con- 
gress wanted a national emer- 
gency declared. 


The airlines strike ha.-? been a 


touchy political affair in which 
neither the President nor Con- 
gress wanted to become in- 
volved in an election year. 


There is the definite feeling in 


Congress—and obviously at the 
White House too— that other big 
unions are 
watching the out- 


come of this dispute to gauge 
demands for increases in an 
economy where the cost of liv- 
ing has risen sharply in the last 
six months. 


The administration's anti«in- 


flation guidelines for wage and 
benefit increases were all but 
abandoned in the rejected set- 
tlement, although the President 
pointed to increased productivi- 
ty in the airline industry. If the 
union now gets an even greater 
increase, the ceiling for other 
unions' demands are expected 
to move up. 


This could put every politician 


on the spot from the President 
on down. They would be caught 
between the organized political 
might of the unions and an 
unorganized protest by houso- 
holders against soaring costs of 
things they buy. 


In this situation, Congress 


members who lean heavily on 
union support 
for re-election 


wish they didn't have to pass 
any 
strike-ending legislation. 


But if they do, they want the 
President to put it into effect 
and thus shar? with them the 
political onus that labor will 
attach to the action. 


Johnson evidently has other 


ideas. Secretary of Labor W. 
Willard Wirtz, obviously acting 
under White House instructions, 
told the Senate Labor Commit- 
tee Monday the administration 
was neither advocating nor op- 
posing legislation to end the 
strike. 


The strike already has cost 


well over $200 million in lost 
wages 
and airlines revenues, 


aside from huge losses to busi- 
nesses that depend on air trav- 
elers. 


"The strike is still on," Sie- 


miller said in announcing the 
vote tally Sunday. 


"It is deplorable that this bur- 


densome strike will continue," 
said the chief airlines negotia- 
tor, William J. Curtin. 


"I expect public opinion will 


demand some action from Con- 
gress," Curtin said. 


From Johnson, who flew back 


from a weekend in Camp David, 
Md., 
and Secretary of Labor 


Willard Wirtz, there was only 
public silence on the strike sit- 
uation. 


The 
larger 
question 
was 


whether Congress might use the 
airlines case as a vehicle to 
write a stiffer strike-limiting 
law. Johnson, who made a ref- 
erence last January to the pos- 
sibility of some such action to 
prevent strikes affecting the 
public interest, is certain to be 
under increasing pressure now 
to do something about it. 


But a cautioning factor is the 


strong opposition to any such 
permanent legislation from the 
politically potent labor move- 
ment. 


"We have felt for some time 


chat our negotiations have be 
come a political football," Sie- 
miller said. 


In a related labor dispute, a 


federal judge in New York Sat- 
urday night stopped a threat of 
Trans World Airlines pilots to 
walk out even if the machinists 
returned to work. The dispute 
was over the pilots' claims foi 
pay during the time the plants 
were grounded. 


U.S. Helps 
N. Viet Nam

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Vietnamese war is not only one 
of the nastiest wars the United 
States ever got into, but one of 
the 
talkingest. 
The talk has 


probably carried a heavy price 
tag. 


President Johnson has been 


urged to get tough and to back 
up, The war, or America's role 
in it, has been denounced and 
considered necessary. 


If you were a North Vietnam- 


ese Communist listening to this 
division of opinion in the United 
States, it wouldn't be hard to 
imagine that at best this coun- 
try could be expected to wage 
no more 
than a half-hearted 


war. 


Just how much this divided 


American opinion induced the 
Communists to refuse negotia- 
tion and to vow to fight 20 years 
may 
never be known unless, 


some time after the war is over, 
they reveal their thinking in 
these days. 


To add to the confusion, the 


realists among the Communists 
could not believe the limited 
kind of war this country fought, 
bombing only carefully selected 
targets, was entirely due to di- 
vided thinking here. 


They know perfectly well that 


the United States must consider, 
among other factors, that reck- 
lessness or carelessness in its 
bombings might incite the Red 
Chinese into getting into the 
war, 
thus starting perhaps a 


world war. 


But if the divided American 


thinking both baffled and en- 
couraged the North Vietnamese, 
it must certainly have baffled 
and discouraged many among 
the South Vietnamese for whom 
this country is fighting. 


Perhaps Premier Nguyen Cao 


Ky's decision not to run for the 
presidency in next year's elec- 
tions in South Viet Nam is a 
product of the noise coming 
from this country. 


South Viet Nam has produced 


very few men who could be hon- 
estly called leaders of their peo- 
ple, although Ky gradually is 
becoming one of them. 


In his early days as premier 


he still looked pretty much the 
flamboyant air force general, 
and even impulsive, as when he 
first sent troops to crush the 
Buddhist uprising in Da Nang 
and then hastily backed off. 


Later he went ahead and sup- 


pressed the Buddhist extremits, 
thus saving 
Viet Nam 
from 


chaos. 


Last week Ky expressed the 


view that an invasion of North 
Viet Nam would be necessary to 
make 
the 
North Vietnamese 


Reds 
call 
a 
halt 
to their 


fighting, even though there was 
danger 
such 
a move might 


bring Red China into the war. 


.For this Ky was promptly de- 


nounced in this country in Con- 
gress. Senate Democratic Lead- 
er Mike Mansfield urged that 
the United States dissociate it- 
self from Ky's remarks. Other 
senators joined in the attack on 
Ky. 


And 47 members of the House, 


44 Democrats and 3 Republi- 
cans, wanted the Johnson ad- 
ministration to dissociate itseli 
from the "spirit of escalation." 


But 
the 
State Department 


wouldn't 
go any further than 


saying that the United States 
doesn't want to seek "any wider 
war." 


By the end of the week Ky 


was talking of not running for 
president but of wanting to go 
back into the air force. Yet, be- 
fore the war is over, the United 
States may wish he had run for 
president.

The 4th District Congression- 


al race generated a little heat 
Monday with Richard Arnold 
charging 
that 
his 
opponent, 


David Pryor, is under "domi- 
nation and control by union 
bosses." 


Arnold made the charge in a 


television address carried by 
stations at El Dorado, Texar- 
kana 
and 
Pine 
Bluff-Little 


Rock. 


Earlier Monday, Pryor issued 


a statement saying that Arnold 
was launching a smear cam- 
paign against him. 


Pryor said he had informa- 


tion that Arnold "is planning to 
employ these desparation tac- 
tics in an attempt to gain votes 
at all costs." 


The two collide Aug. 9 in the 


Democratic runoff to see which 
will face Republican Lynn Lowe 
of Texarkana in the November 
general election. 


Pryor led the ticket in last 


Tuesday's preferential primary 
with more than 40,000 votes. 
Arnold 
polled around 25,000 


votes. 


Pryor has received the en- 


dorsement of the third place 
man, Dean Murphy of Texar- 
kana. Neither of the other two 
in the field, Charles Honey of 
Prescott and John Harris Jones 
of Pine Bluff, have announced 
who, if either, they will endorse. 


Honey said Monday that he 


does not plan to endorse either. 
He said he wished both candi- 
dates well in the runoff, "but 
I feel it would be presumptious 
on my part to publicly endorse 
either candidate." 


In his television address, Arn- 


old referred to Pryor's voting 
record in the state legislature, 
where Pryor served six years. 


Arnold said, "Pryor voted 100 


per cent for union labor de- 
mands, 100 per cent for the 
wishes of union bosses outside 
the 4th District and even out- 
side the state of Arkansas. 


"This record is evidence of 


domination and control by u n - 
ion bosses instead of freedom 
and 
independence," 
Arnold 


said. "If you want the Team- 
sters Union to have a congress- 
man from the 4th District, if 
you want another rubber stamp 
for Walter Reuther and Jimmy 
Hoffa in Washington, D.C., then 
vote for David Pryor." 


Arnold said he supported the 


working man but is "opposed 
to union bossism that seeks to 
dictate to union members and 
to congressmen alike." 


Arnold said he favored a rea- 


sonable extension and increase 
in the minimum wage. 


Arnold also charged that Pry- 


or had been able to pass only 
two bills in his six years in the 
state House. Arnold said that 
a total of 1,500 bills passed dur- 
ing that time.

Regan recalled. "I thought seri- 
ously of going home. But I re- 
membered 
I only needed 14 


days to complete five years, so 
I reported to Syracuse."

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Here Comes the Bride

£ WASHINGTON — (NBA) — When Luci Johnson sets up 
housekeeping in a rented duplex in Austin, after her August 
honeymoon with Patrick J. Nugent, she will be backed up by 
more friendly cooking advice than most beginners in mar- 
riage ever get. 


Something like 125 recipes have come to Luci from person- 


al friends, some of the President's and Mrs. Johnson's friends, 
members of the press who covered her activities during her 
White House years. 


She has the idea people think she badly needs these sugges- 


tions, since somehow or other the word has gone around that 
her cooking efforts are limited to brownies and fried chicken. 
mtt she insists: 


"I am really rather versatile. I can cook steaks and stews 


and casseroles." 


However that may be, when the brick duplex in Austin is 


open for business, Luci can draw on a fat file of wildly varied 
cooking notions. 


Many were handed to her in June by friends who came to a 


kitchen shower. Some of these women brought the particular 
utensils needed for their recipes. A July press party given by 
Luci and her mother yielded another small deluge. 
,* Luci's taste for peanut butter concoctions produced several 
Meas in that sticky field. Perhaps the most ingenious came 
from Dr. Janet Travell, former White House physician. 


Labeled "peanut butter whip, a low-cost nutritional supple- 


ment," the doctor's recipe claims to be a weapon to fight 
(waistline) inflation. The ingredients are simple enough: ordi- 
nary peanut butter into which warm tap water is pressed with 
a fork, "until it forms a smooth emulsion, suddenly." 


The word "smooth" is the key. Confidently, Dr. Travell

WASHINGTON — (NEA) — 


At 11:30 a.m. on Saturday, 
Aug. 6, Luci Baines Johnson 
and her father, the President 
of the United States, will step 
out of the White House and 
into a waiting limousine. Off 
they will go to a great church 
standing on a hill in the cap- 
ital's northeast sector. 


Thus will begin a cere- 


mony that has happened only 
six previous times in Ameri- 
can history: the wedding of a 
daughter of a president. At 
19, Luci is marrying Patrick 
J. Nugent of Waukegan, 111., 
23, whom she met in June, 
1965. 


Sharply 
at noon,

Bird Johnson, her sister and 
maid of honor, will begin the 
wedding processional down 
the broad aisle of the Nation- 
al Shrine of the Immaculate 
Conception, the largest Cath- 
olic church in the nation and 
the seventh largest church in 
the world.

Although Mrs. Lyndon B. Johnson and her daughter were" 


avid readers of The Wedding Book, the one-of-a-kind history 
prepared by White House Curator James Ketchum, large-; 
helpings of Texas tradition will make the Johnson-Nugent | 
nuptials on August fi markedly different from the six presi- * 
dontial daughter weddings which preceded it. 


For one thing, Luci will not marry Patrick Nugent in the- 


White House but before the altar of the Catholic Shrine of 
the Immaculate Conception. Previous weddings were held;, 
in the mansion and, specifically, the East Room. 


Luci's reception will be held in the East Room, keeping'' 


the tradition somewhat intact, but her 700 guests will alsd'; 
circulate through practically every other flower-bedecked. 
room in the big house. 


In contrast to (he hoopla surrounding Luci's big moment;-: 


past White House weddings, with two big exceptions, vverc.; 
relatively quiet affairs. 


So quiet that when President James Madison's daughter - 


Maria married Samuel L. Gouverner in 1820, the occasion '•• 
w-as recorded for posterity in a Washington newspaper with.,: 
one line: "The wedding was done in the New York style." 
whatever that was. 


Monroe was the first president to give away a daughter : 


but Lucy Washington, widowed sister of Dolley Madison, was . 
(lie first person to be married in the White House. That was.,, 
in Hi 12 and the bridegroom was Thomas Todd, an associate 
.justice of the Supreme Court. 


The Johnson-Nugent wedding may score a few firsts in 


other departments, but not. in size. Oldsters are still talking , 
about Feb. 17, 1906, when Teddy Hooscvelt's daughter mar-", 
ried Rep. Nicholas Longworth. 


Teddy probably would have preferred a rugged ceremony . 


in Sagamore Hill, his Oyster Bay, N. Y., home, attended only .. 
by close friends and the stuffed moose and deer which lined 
the walls. 


Princess Alice, however, thought otherwise. And so the . 


service was performed by the Episcopal Bishop of Washing- i 
ton before 1,000 guests, Including representatives from many -; 
countries.

The gifts reflect the grandiose tastes of the time. The prcsi- • 


dent of France gave Alice a $25,000 tapestry and two price-. , 
less Sevres vases. Cuba sent along a necklace of 63 matching . 
pearls. The King of Italy presented a mosaic (able.

the ttl-year-old Mrs. Longworth in classic understatement.

All White House brides were said to be beautiful, but •. 


Elizabeth Tyler looked "exquisitely lovely" when she mar- 
ried William Waller in 1842. 


"Lizzie has quite a grand wedding," the Wedding Book 


recounts, "although the intention was that it should be quiet . 
and private." 


With Luci trying to keep her wedding private and per- - 


sonal—in the world's seventh largest church—she must have 
sympathized with Lizzie's efforts to keep everything quiet. 


President Ulysses Grant's daughter Ellen's marriage to Al- 


gernon Sartoris, an Englishman, was also full-blown, in keep- 
ing with the free-spending spirit of the Grant era. 


The wedding in the spring of 1874 was a social event of in- 


ternational importance. Eight bridesmaids—Luci will have 
12—attended "the Daughter of Our Nation" whose white 
satin gown carried .$4,000 worth of Brussels point lace. 


The bridegroom, incidentally, raised a few eyebrows when 


he pranced up the aisle carrying a bouquet. But Walt Whit- 
man saved the day by dedicating a poem to Ellen, "A Kiss to 
the Bride." 


The wedding was a success but the marriage was a failure. 


Several years later Ellen came home to daddy with her three 
children. 


Jesse Wilson, whose sister Eleanor was the last daughter 


of a president to be married, in 1914, looked as "fair as lilies 
in a Sevres vase" (not, presumably, one of the two given 
to Alice Roosevelt Longworth), when she took her vows six 
months earlier. 


But thanks to the zealousness of the White House security 


force, Jesse was almost left standing at the altar.

Sayres, her husband-to-be, didn't have a ticket to the wedding • 
and it took long minutes to explain that he was the bride- 
groom.
